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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . The subject matter of this application admits of illustration by a drawing to 
facilitate understanding of the invention. Applicant is required to furnish a drawing 
under 37 CFR 1 .81 (c). No new matter may be introduced in the required drawing. 
Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Flowers et al. (US Patent Application Publication 2003/0141121). 

Flowers et al. teaches an electric vehicle (10) including: a frame/mounting (84); a 
seat unit (140); two front wheels (51 , 52); two rear wheels (61 , 62), a driving device 
(70); a battery (86); a steering system (110); and a front wheel suspension device (21), 
the frame (84) protrudes forward to form a casing at a middle position of a front end of 
the frame (84) in which casing the battery (86) is received, the front wheel suspension 
device (21 ) has a front convex shape and a rear concave shape covering a front end of 
the casing, and is pivotally joined (at 90) at a middle position of the front end of the 
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casing, and the two front wheels (3) installed on the front wheel suspension device (21); 
the steering system (110) is connected to the front end of the frame (84) and interlocks 
with the front wheels (51 , 52). A rear edge of the two front wheels (51 , 52) is located at 
the rear of the front edge of the battery (86), as shown in Fig. 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -1 0 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Wrigley shows a self-propelled wheel chair. 

Pankow shows a portable golf car. 

Lee shows a folding and portable electric scooter.
